Firing Interrupts 
Peace 
of 
Last Rites For Trooper Be­ 
hind Lines In France

KRANCE, Feb. 19.—(Delayed.)—In a 
little cemetery 
immediately 
behind 
the lines of the American army, where 
now twenty-four Americans lie buried, 
a funeral service was interrupted by 
a German .155 shell. Swishing in dur­ 
ing the services, the shell burst with­ 
in a few yards of a burial party. 
The rear of American gun* sounded 
a requiem for those who have given 
their lives la the cause of democracy. 
A stone wall separated the American 
plots, fiom a cemetery used by the 
French near a church. 
A priest was praying when suddenly 
a German shell exploded with terrific 
violence. Pieces flew against the stone 
wall and flattened themselves. 
None of the party win injured, but 
the service* were abandoned when the 
prayer had been finished. 
There has been heavy artillerying 
in the American sector during the last 
116 hours, as well as aerial activity. 
German airplanes have been driven 
back after crossing

The sky was illuminated at 
night by the artillery fire, which con­

George Washington 


Webster’s Prophetic Words 
T 


OMORROW will 
be 
George 
Washington’s 
birthday. 
He 
was born February 22, 
1732. 
One hundred years after that 
birthday, on February 22, 1823, Dan­ 
iel Webster delivered at a public din­ 
ner in the city 
of 
Washington 
a 
speech on the Character of Washing­ 
ton which has since become famous. 
Ii#it he says: 
“A true friend of 
his 
country 
loves her friends 
and 
benefactors. 
The voluntary outpouring of the pub­ 
lic feeling, made today from the north 
to the south, and from the east to the 
west, proves this sentiment to lie both 
just and natural. 
In the cities and in the v illa g es, in the public temples 
and in the family circles, amoug all ages and sexes, gladdened voices to­ 
day bespeak grateful hearts and a freshened recollection of the virtues 
of the Father of Ills Country. 
And it will he so. in all time to come, so 
long as public virtue is itself an object of regard.” 
The history of the past 86 years has justified these words. 
The fol­ 
lowing passage is not only true, 
it is strangely prophetic: 
“Gentlemen, the spirit of human liberty and of free government, nur­ 
tured and grown into strength and beauty iii America, has stretched its 
course Into the midst of the nations. 
Like an emanation from Heaven, it 
has gone forth and it will not return void. It must change, it is fast chang ­ 
ing, the face of the earth. Our great, our high duty is to show, in our own 
example, that this spirit is a spirit of health as well as a spirit of power, 
that its benignity is as great as its strength: that its efficiency to secure 
Individual rights, social relations and moral order, is equal to the irresisti­ 
ble force with which it prostrates principalities and powers. * * * 
“There is no danger of our overrating or overstating the important 
part which we are now acting in human affairs. 
It should not flatter our 
personal self-respect, but It should reanimate our patriotic virtues, and 
inspire us with a deeper and more solemn sense both of our p r iv ile g e s 
and our duties. We cannot wish better for our country, nor for the world, 
than that the same spirit which influenced Washington may Influence all 
who succeed him: and that the same blessing from above, which attended 
Ids affairs, may also attend theirs.”

The p resen t world w ar is retarding 
the reconstructive period in Mexico 
and the suppression of banditry in 
som e of the interior states, according 
to David Z arate, who is here w ith his 
family, occupying his residence a t 214 
G arnsey street. 
Mr. Z arate received 
m ost 
of 
his 
schooling In Santa Ana. 
He is a Mex­ 
ican by b irth and a native son of Low­ 
er California. 
He has lived th ere all 
his life excepting the period he was 
here atten d in g school. 
He has held 
m any positions of tru st with his gov­ 
ernm ent and is held in high esteem 
by the residents of Lower California. 
H e was m ayor of the northern dis­ 
tric t 
of 
Lower 
C alifornia for two 
term s, the position being one of ad­ 
m inistrative jurisdiction over a large 
territo ry and a num ber of cities. His 
hom e is a t El Ensenada. His business 
and official life has been such as to 
bring him in direct contact w ith the 
big m en of Mexico as well as the 
m ore hum ble, and his opinion on con­ 
ditions In Mexico is of value. 
T he 
possibilities, 
encouragem ent 
and guarantees afforded foreign in­ 
vestors in th at country is of deep in­ 
terest to people of this country, and 
Mr. Z arate has a fund of inform ation 
on th ese m atters. 
In speaking of the genera! present 
conditions in Mexico, he said that they 
are rapidly becom ing norm al, though 
naturally the M exican G overnm ent is 
facing a very difficult situation by 
reason of the com plicated situation 
all over the world. 
T he fact is that 
the w ar In Europe is affecting Mexico 
deeply, on account of the econom ical 
and financial stress existing; it han­ 
dicaps and retards the reconstructive 
period of the M exican Republic, and 
curtails to alm ost a prohibitive point 
the acquisition of arm s and am m uni­ 
tion to com plete the pacification and 
stam ping out of banditry in som e of 
the in terio r states. 
"T he alarm ing reports from the en­ 
em ies of the present M exican G overn­ 
m ent, m ost of wnich 
are 
published 
by the jingoism press of this country, 
depict the situation as getting worse, 
but I am in a position to state that 
all such reports to that effect are un­ 
true, and th at they are guided prin­ 
cipally by personal m otives or fac­ 
tional enm ities or 
by 
“those 
who 
only wish to get som ething for them ­ 
selves out of Mexico.’ 
I will adm it 
though, 
as 
true, 
certain 
periodical 
raids or depredations that are being 
com m itted by groups of bandits or 
by som e outbursts of the old Cienti- 
fico party, in som e in terio r or south­ 
ern states, but these cannot be taken 
seriously, as such depredations have 
followed all revolutions. 
For a m at­ 
ter of com parison, I draw your a tte n ­ 
tion to those days after the Civil WaT. 
when the Jam es b rothers and other 
bush-w hackers 
kept 
som e 
of 
the 
sta te s in constant fear of life and 
property for quite a while a fte r civil 
strife ended. 
The sam e thing is now 
occurring w ith us. 
Few Realize Cause of Revolution 
“The causes, ideals and purposes of 
our revolution, very few people in this 
country understand, hence the reason 
why we are given so little credit or 
have such few sym pathizers here; but 
as soon as Mexico sta rts on its new 
era of progress, ju stice and liberty, 
and the practical fru its of our civil 
strife are clearly show n or initiated, 
then we will get the full support and 
recognition of our real 
m otives 
by 
this enlightened and liberal people, 
now engaged in the m ost 
horrible 
strife th e world lias ever known, in 
order to defend the principles of tru e 
dem ocracy, and that th e world may 
have 'freedom for all and forever.’ ” 
R egarding the question as to w heth­ 
er it was safe for foreign capital to 
invest in Mexico, and w hether it is a 
fact th at tile new C onstitution of that 
country had pluced a ban on foreign 
investm ents, lie said; 
“A good deal has been said and 
w ritten iii this regard, purporting to 
sustain, before tile A m erican readers 
principally, thut foreigners 
will 
be 
com pletely 
excluded 
or 
prohibited 
from entering or investing in M exico; 
that th ere is a strong sentim ent or 
prejudice against them , and in short 
th at they and their capital are not 
w anted there at ail. N othing m ore ab­ 
surd than thew* statem en ts o r publica­ 
tions. I am positively aw are and know 
th at all countries— m ost especially so 
m ine, which is a virgin country and 
contains such wonderful 
natural 
re­ 
sources and riches—^heeds and relies, 
to a great extent, on foreign im m igra­ 
tion for its developm ent. 
I also know 
th at our present C entral G overnm ent 
realizes this, and has given and will 
give fu rth er encouragem ent on these 
lines; hut I do also understand that it 
opposes and will try to prevent by all 
m eans, the practices previously car­ 
ried by Diaz and his cientificos, and 
by which nearly ail foreign invest­ 
m ents in Mexico had 
secured 
privi­ 
leged positions w ith the expectation 
of extravagant returns. 
Mexico Holds Little W ealth 
“L ittle of the g reat w ealth of Mex­ 
ico is held by the M exicans. 
N early 
all of her resources w ere sold to for­ 
eign concessionaries or tru sts by the 
Diaz 
governm ent. 
The 
M exicans 
have no desire to curtail the legiti­ 
m ate investm ent of capital 
in 
our 
90untrv, but they do wish to end the 
all but universal rule of special privi­ 
lege. 
If you were a M exican and your 
country was robbed to the point of 
absolute ow nership by outsiders, you’d 
welcom e 
anarchy o r anything 
else 
that would break up the condition, 
and you certainly would not take the 
advice, interference or patronizing of 
the biggest of the robbers. 
About the 
tim e our revolution started , the I T . S 
consular reports show ed the w ealth 
of Mexico, according to nationalities, 
as follows:

as much in oil, and twice as much in 
tim ber lands.

“ For the first time in m any years. 
Mexico is going forward. , She will 
never go hack to conditions endured 
under Diaz and Huerta. 
Constitutional 
Provision 
Misunder­ 
stood 
“Official explanation has been, pub­ 
lished of th e circular issued about a 
year ago explaining the operation of 
A rticle 27 of the new C onstitution, 
regarding the acquisition of lands in 
the Republic, and which is m isunder­ 
stood, especially abroad. 
“The first section of Article 27 says 
th a t ‘Only M exicans by birth or n at­ 
uralization, and Mexican associations, 
com panies or incorporations, have the 
right to acquire 
ow nership 
of 
the 
lands, w aters and their accessories, or 
to obtain concessions for the exploit­ 
ation of m ines, 
w aters 
or 
m ineral 
com bustibles In the Mexican Repub­ 
lic. 
The. S tate can grant the sam e 
rights to foreigners under the condi­ 
tion th at they m ust pledge them selves 
to the M inistry of Foreign Relations 
to the effect that they will consent to 
be considered as natives in respect 
to said properties, and that they will 
not ask by reason of being foreigners 
the protection of their governm ents 
w ith respect to the same properties; 
iii case of th eir failure to comply witii 
th eir agreem ent to forfeit the prop­ 
erties th at they may have acquired 
by virtue of said pledge, 
the 
said 
properties will then revert to the ben­ 
efit of the nation. For no reason w hat­ 
ever will foreigners be allowed to ac­ 
quire d irect cantrol over lands and 
w aters located in a belt one hundred 
kilom eters wide along the frontiers, 
or in a belt of fifty kilom eters wide 
along the shore lines.' 
“The w rong interpretation of the cir­ 
cular referred to consists iii that in 
som e cases concessions 
have 'been 
granted to foreign 
com panies 
their 
only act being rem uneration on their 
part of th eir foreign rights, while this 
in not w hat the C onstitutional article 
requires. 
The requirem ent 
is 
that 
concessions are to he granted only to 
private individual foreigners who re­ 
nounce said rights, but never to for­ 
eign com panies 
who m ight do the 
sam e. 
Must Renounce Rights 
“The M inistry of S tate has directed 
that under no consideration w hatever 
shall such renunciations be accepted 
from foreign com panies who desire 
to exercise powers of ow nership or 
control over real properties in the 
Republic of th eir rights as foreign­ 
ers. 
Instructions have been issued 
th at 
the 
provision 
forbidding 
the 
granting of concessions to foreigners 
w ithin fifty kilom eters (30 m iles) of 
the shore line and 
IOU 
kilom eters 
(60 m iles) of the 
frontier, 
will 
be 
strictly enforced. 
“ In plain language, 
th e 
foreigner 
seeking to secure business privileges 
or lands Iii Mexico m ust 
agree 
to 
abide by the laws of th at country and 
not dem and the right to appeal to his 
own governm ent when those laws do 
not suit his ideas or in terests. 
The 
foreigner who engages in business or 
buys lands in the U nited S tates has 
no right to appeal from the laws of 
this country to his own governm ent, 
and th at is exactly w hat is dem anded 
in Mexico, m erely because som e for­ 
eigners have seem ed to fancy they 
had that right. 
“To consider how strongly the pres­ 
en t Mexican governm ent realizes that 
the greatness and future stability ot 
the country depends on the educa­ 
tion of the m asses, It suffices to learn 
th at recently the C ham ber of Depu­ 
ties lias authorised the P resident of 
the Republic to incur an extraordin 
ary expenditure of fifteen m illions of 
pesos for the construction 
of 
Aft} 
school houses in the capital city of 
a 
capacity of one 
thousand 
pupils 
each, and also for the erection of sim ­ 
ilar edifices iii each of the states at 
ail expense of 100.000 pesos in each 
state. 
This expenditure is to be met 
by the issue of stam ps for tflbth postal 
and 
internal 
revenue 
dues, 
to 
be 
known as public instruction stam ps. 
to be affixed to letters, telegram s and 
all docum ents requiring revenue pay­ 
m ent.” 
Sees Bright Future 
Mr Zarate is very en th u siastic over 
tile |*ossibilities and future of Lower 
C alifornia, His native state. 
He be­ 
lieves that on account of the peace 
fulness that lias reigned in that re­ 
gion all through 
th eir 
civil 
stife, 
chiefly owing to the topographical and 
geographical situation of th at terri­ 
tory as regarding the re st of the Mex­ 
ican Republic, which n atu ral barriers 
com pletely isolate it, th ere will be an 
influx of men and capital, which will 
develop to an invaluable extent the 
w onderful riches it contains, such as 
m ineral, agricultural, fishing, tim ber, 
w aters, etc., ail of which industries 
have until now lain alm ost in a state 
of abandonm ent 
or 
undevelopm ent. 
W hen the projects th at the new Con­ 
stitutional G overnm ent has in store 
for Lower California m ay be in stitu t­ 
ed.
